The Brazilian-style steakhouse 
alsooffersupagardenfullofhealthy 
eats on a lavish 40-item seasonal 
salad bar, giving dieters plenty to 
choose from to accompany the 


slow-roasted meats. A selection of 
fresh lettuces and vegetables may 
be standard for most salad bars, 
but Texas de Brazil’s version goes 
a gourmet twist further, treating 
the palate to additional items like 
marinated portabella mushrooms, 
sweet roasted bell peppers, hearts 
of palm, sundried tomatoes, im¬ 
ported cheeses—including fresh 
buffalo mozzarella—sushi, home¬ 
made soups, and much more. 

The salad bar is included in the 
continuous service meal with un¬ 
limited choices from the grilled 
meats, but for vegetarians or the 
non-meat eaters, a special price 
is offered for just the salad bar. 
Of course, for those looking to 
splurge while on vacation, Tex¬ 
as de Brazil will gladly serve 
their garlic mashed potatoes, 
traditional fried plantains, and 
their world-famous parmesan 
cheese bread as part of the meal.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — The 
swine flu epidemic spread 
deeper into the United States, 
Europe and Latin America — 
and in Canada, back to pigs — 
even as Mexico’s health chief 
hinted Sunday it may soon be 
time to reopen businesses and 
schools in the nation where 
the outbreak likely began. 

The virus spread to Colombia 
in the first confirmed case in 
South America, worrisome 
because flu season is about 
to begin in the Southern 
Hemisphere. More cases were 
confirmed in Europe andNorth 
America; health officials said 
at least 934 people have been 
sickened worldwide. 

Dr. Richard Besser, acting 
chief of the U.S. Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, said swine flu 
is spreading just as easily as 
regular winter flu. 

“The good news is when we 
look at this virus right now, 
we’re not seeing some of the 
things in the virus that have 
been associated in the past 
with more severe flu,” Besser 
said. “That’s encouraging, but 
it doesn’t mean we’re out of 
the woods yet.” 

On Sunday, health officials 
raised the number of confirmed 
U.S. swine flu cases to 241 in 
34 states The new number, 
up from 160 on Saturday, 


reflects streamlining in federal 
procedures and the results of 
tests by states, which have only 
recently begun confirming 
cases, said Dr. Anne Schuchat 
of the CDC. 

Mexican Health Secretary 
Jose Angel Cordova said the 
virus that has killed 19 people 
in Mexico and sickened at 
least 506 apparently peaked 
here between April 23 and 
April 28. A drastic nationwide 
shutdown appears to have 
helped prevent the outbreak 
from becoming more serious, 
he said. “The evolution of the 
epidemic is now in its declining 
phase,” Cordova declared. He 
said officials would decide 
Monday whether to extend 
the shutdown or allow schools 
and businesses to reopen on 
Wednesday. 

Pablo Kuri, an epidemiologist 
advising Cordova, told The 
Associated Press on Sunday 
that tests have confirmed a 
swine flu death in Mexico City 
on April 11, two days earlier 
than what had been believed 
to be the first death. 

He also said there have been 
no deaths among health 
care workers treating swine 
flu patients in Mexico, an 
indication that the virus may 
not be as contagious or virulent 
as initially feared. 

The closed events made for 
a surreal Sunday in Mexico, 
as parishioners celebrated 


Mass via television, camera 
operators were the only ones 
in stadium bleachers and 
parks, museums, restaurants, 
theaters and other attractions 
were closed. 

Sunday also marked the 
official start of campaigning 
for July 5 congressional 
elections — but all public 
campaigning was banned to 
prevent gatherings where the 
virus could spread. 

Gabriela Cuevas Barron of the 
conservative National Action 
Party giddily claimed she 
was launching Mexico’s first 
virtual campaign, promising 
in a Webcast to work for a 
cleaner and safer Mexico City 
— for now, through Twitter, 
Facebook and YouTube.

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Edwards acknowledges probe over campaign funds

RALEIGH, North Carolina 
(AP) — Failed presidential 
candidate John Edwards, 
whose political action 
committee paid more than 
$100,000 to his mistress’ 
company, acknowledged 
Sunday that federal 
investigators were looking 
into how he handled his 
campaign funds. 

But the former North Carolina 
senator and 2004 Democratic 
vice presidential candidate 
said he was confident no 
money was used improperly. 
Edwards’ political action 
committee has been under 
scrutiny for making payments 
to a woman with whom he had 
an affair. Edwards admitted 
the affair with Rielle Hunter 
in August after months of 
denying tabloid reports about 
the relationship. 

“I am confident that no funds 
from my campaign were used 
improperly,” Edwards said 
in the statement. “However, 
I know that it is the role of 
government to ensure that 


this is true. We have made 
available to the United 
States both the people and 
the information necessary 
to help them get the issue 
resolved efficiently and in a 
timely matter.” 

Edwards’ statement was first 
reported by The News & 
Observer of Raleigh. 

His political action 
committee paid Hunter’s 
firm $100,000 for video 
production in a four-month 
span in 2006, and then paid 
an additional $14,086.50 on 
April 1, 2007. At the time, 
the PAC only had $7,932.95 
in cash on hand, according to 
records filed with the Federal 
Election Commission. 

That same day, according 
to the records, Edwards’ 
presidential campaign paid 
the PAC $14,034.61 for 
what is listed as a “furniture 
purchase.” 

U.S. Attorney George 
Holding has declined 
to comment and said he 
won’t confirm or deny an 
investigation. 

Willfully converting money 


from a political action 
committee for personal use 
is a federal crime. 

The furniture money was 
one of just five contributions 
to the political action 
committee between April 1 
to June 30, 2007. The other 
four occurred on June 30, 
the last day of the reporting 
period, including a $3,000 
contribution from the wife of 
Edwards’ finance chairman, 
Fred Baron. 

Baron, Edwards’ national 
finance chairman and a 
wealthy Dallas-based trial 
attorney, said last year that 
he quietly began sending 
money to Hunter to resettle 
in California. He said no 
campaign funds were used 
and that Hunter was not 
working for the campaign 
when he started giving her 
money. 

Edwards has said he was 
unaware of the payments. 
Baron died of cancer in 
October. 

Hunter’s videos documented 
Edwards’ travels and 
advocacy in the months 


leading up to his 2008 
presidential campaign. 
Edwards, 55, powered onto 
the national scene in 1998, 


when he won a seat for the 
U.S. Senate from North 
Carolina in his first political 
campaign. With smooth 
speech and good looks, the 
former trial lawyer ran for 
the White House in 2004 
and was tapped as Sen. John 
Kerry’s running mate. He 
returned to the campaign trail 
in a 2008 presidential bid but 
was largely overshadowed 
by the duel between Hillary 
Clinton, vying to be the first 
female president, and Barack 
Obama, vying to be the first 
black president. 

Since announcing the affair, 
Edwards has remained 
largely secluded. His wife, 
Elizabeth, will soon be 
releasing a book talking 
about the affair. 
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Hundreds march in national gay rights rally

PHILADELPHIA (AP) 
— Hundreds of gay rights 
demonstrators marched 

through the streets of the city’s 
historic center on Sunday 
carrying rainbow-colored 
flags and signs calling for 
equal rights in marriage, in the 
workplace and in health care. 
The National Equality Rally 
was billed as the first national 
demonstration since 2000 for 
gay, lesbian, bisexual and 
transgender rights and the first 
held outside Washington. The 
marchers displayed signs from 
dozens of organizations and 
photos of people they said had 
been killed because of their 
sexualities. 

The march ended with a rally 
in front of Independence 
Hall, where rainbow-colored 
umbrellas came in handy in 
a steady drizzle. The crowd 
listened to music from a band 
and a chorale singing the 


national anthem, and a cheer 
rose at the sound of the bell 
from the spire of the building 
where the Constitution was 
drafted. 

Speakers called for support for 
gay marriage, more money for 
AIDS research and an end to 
workplace discrimination and 
the military’s “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy, which prohibits 
gays in the military from 
being open about their sexual 
orientation. One participant 
wearing a fatigue jacket and 
pink slacks held a sign saying 
“Do ask, do tell.” 

“We don’t wilt, and we 
don’t melt. We are here for 
equality now,” Malcolm 
Lazin, executive director of 
the Equality Forum local gay 
rights group, which sponsored 
the event, told the crowd. 
Bryan Berchok, of Upper 
Bucks County, Pennsylvania, 
listened to the speeches as he 
held his 4-year-old adopted 
son, Shawn, whose face was 


painted to resemble the black 
mask of Spider-Man’s evil 
alter ego. He and his partner 
of 15 years, John Ferraro, said 
it was difficult and expensive 
to try to get the same rights 
afforded to married couples. 
“We worry how things would 
work out if one of us was 
not able to care for Shawn,” 
Berchok said. “It’s just a little 
scary.” 

Allison Woolbert, who chairs 
the Interweave gay rights 
group of southern New Jersey, 
said she wanted more attention 
given to health care for 
transgender people, who she 
said often are refused care by 
medical personnel and whose 
medications are not covered in 
health plans. 

A few counterdemonstrators 
held religious signs at the 
margins of the gathering, and 
one preached with a bullhorn 
as the marchers filed past. 

At the time of the last national 
rally, nine years ago, Vermont 


had just passed the first civil 
union law in the country. 
Now, gay marriage is legal 
in Vermont, Connecticut, 
Iowa and Massachusetts, with 
bills pending in other states. 
California briefly allowed it 
last year, but a voter initiative 
repealed it. 

Speakers on Sunday noted that 


Independence Hall was the 
site of the first Reminder Day 
picket for gay rights on July 4, 
1965. That gathering attracted 
about 40 people, but about 
150 attended the fifth one in 
1969, just after the landmark 
Stonewall riots in New York, 
considered the birth of the 
U.S. gay rights movement.

Jack Kemp, football star turned politician, dies

WASHINGTON (AP) — Jack 
Kemp, the former pro quarterback 
who turned fame on the football 
field into a career in national 
politics and a cmsade for lower 
taxes, has died of cancer at age 
73. 


Family spokeswoman Marci 
Robinson said Kemp died shortly 
after 6 p.m. Saturday, surrounded 
by his family and pastor. Kemp 
died at his home in Bethesda, 
Maryland, in the Washington 
suburbs, friends said. 

Kemp’s office announced 
in January that he had been 


diagnosed with an unspecified 
type of cancer. By then, however, 
the cancer was in an advanced 
stage and had spread to several 
organs, former campaign adviser 
Edwin J. Feulner said. He did not 
know the origin of the cancer. 
Kemp, a former quarterback for 
the Buffalo Bills, represented 
western New York for nine terms 
in Congress, leaving the House 
for an unsuccessful presidential 
bid in 1988. 

Eight years later, after serving a 
term as President George H.W. 
Bush’s housing secretary, he 
made it onto the national ticket as 
Republican presidential candidate 
Bob Dole’s running-mate. 

With that loss, the Republican 
bowed out of political office, but 
not out of politics. In speaking 
engagements and a syndicated 
column, he continued to advocate 
for the tax reform and supply- 
side policies — the idea that the 
more taxes are cut the more the 
economy will grow — that he 


pioneered. 

Praise rolled in from fellow 
politicians. 

“Jack Kemp’s commitment to 
public service and his passion 
for politics influenced not only 
the direction of his party, but 
his country,” President Barack 
Obama said in a statement issued 
Sunday. Obama praised Kemp 
as “a man who could fiercely 
advocate his own beliefs and 
principles while also remembering 
the lessons he learned years 
earlier on the football field: that 
bitter divisiveness between race 
and class and station only stood 
in the way of the ‘common aim 
of a team to win.’” 

Former President George W. Bush 
said Kemp “will be remembered 
for his significant contributions 
to the Reagan revolution and 
his steadfast dedication to 
conservative principles during 
his long and distinguished career 
in public service.” 

“Jack was an eternal optimist who 


was always searching for solutions 
that would help the American 
people,” Dole said. “Jack and I 
really got to know one another 
in the 1996 presidential race. We 
lost, but Jack’s enthusiasm and 
his willingness to reach out to 
Americans everywhere made the 
race an exciting one.” 

Former first lady Nancy Reagan 
said Kemp served his country 
with great distinction and called 
him “one of the strongest Reagan 
‘cheerleaders’ we’ve ever 
had, spreading the message of 
prosperity through freedom and 
tax reductions.” 

Democratic Rep. John Lewis 
of Georgia, a civil rights leader, 
called Kemp “a statesman who, 
especially in his later years, tried 
to reach across the aisle to solve 
some of our nation’s problems. 
He was deeply concerned about 
the struggles of urban America, 
especially those of inner city 
youth. His voice will be deeply 
missed.”

come before the high court. 
The departure of Souter, part 
of the court’s four-member 
liberal wing, is unlikely to 
change the ideological balance 
of a court that became more 
conservative during George 
W. Bush’s presidency. The 
nine justices are appointed for 
life. 

Leahy said he expects the next 
justice to be confirmed by the 
court’s new term in October 
and that the president will 
consult with lawmakers from 
both parties. 

“I would like to see, certainly, 
more women on the court. 
Having only one woman on 
the Supreme Court does not 
reflect the makeup of the 
United States. I think we 
should have more women. We 
should have more minorities,” 
Leahy said. 

Sen. Arlen Specter of 
Pennsylvania, a committee 
member who last week 
switched from the Republican 
to the Democratic Party, 
suggested someone in the 
mold of a statesman or 
stateswoman, and said he 
could imagine a nominee who 



was not a lawyer, if that person 
had the right credentials. 

“I would like to see somebody 
with broader experience,” 
Specter said. “We have a 
very diverse country. We 
need more people to express 
a woman’s point of view or 
a minority point of view, 
Hispanic or African American 
... somebody who’s done 
something more than wear a 
black robe for most of their 
lives.” 

Obama said Friday he 
would nominate a person 
who combines “empathy 
and understanding” with an 
impeccable legal background 
“who understands that justice 
isn’t about some abstract legal 
theory or footnote in a case 
book. It is also about how our 
laws affect the daily realities 
of people’s lives.” 

Utah Sen. Orrin Hatch, a 
senior Republican on the 
Judiciary Committee, said 
he hopes Obama will choose 
someone of “great dimension.” 
At the same time, he said that 
Obama’s criteria raise concern 
and he contended that the 
president says he will select 
a nominee according to that 
person’s politics, feelings and 
preferences. 


“Those are all code words for 
an activist judge, who is going 
to, you know, be partisan on 
the bench,” Hatch said. 

“We all know he’s going to 
pick a more liberal justice. 
Their side will make sure that 
it’s a pro-abortion justice. I 
don’t think anybody has any 
illusions about that,” he said. 
“The question is, are they 
qualified? Are they going to be 
people who will be fair to the 
rich, the poor, the weak, the 
strong, the sick, the disabled.” 
Sen. Richard Shelby, an 
Alabama Republican who is 
not on the committee, said 
empathy should be only part of 
the criteria for a nominee and 
that a justice should follow the 
law, not make it. 

“But if he will appoint a 
pragmatist, someone who is 
not an ideologue ... I think 
that would be good for the 
country,” Shelby said. 
Although Shelby noted that 
Obama voted against the two 
most recent nominees to the 
court — Chief Justice John 
Roberts and Justice Samuel 
Alito, both conservatives 
picked by President George W. 
Bush — he said he would not 
seek “payback” in considering 
Obama’s nominee. 


GOP group launches listening 
tour to rebrand party’s Image

WASHINGTON - With its 
party struggling to define 
itself, a group of prominent 
Republicans launched a 
listening tour Saturday in a bid 
to boost the GOP’s sagging 
image and regroup for future 
elections. 

Former presidential candidate 
Mitt Romney, former Florida 
Gov. Jeb Bush and House 
Minority Whip Eric Cantor, 
R-Va., held a town-hall style 
meeting at a pizza restaurant 
in the Democratic suburb of 
Arlington, Va., to hear about 
people’s concerns on issues 
from the economy and health 
care to the rising costs of 
college tuition. 

“You can’t beat something 
with nothing, and the other 
side has something,” Bush told 
a group of about 100 people at 


the Pie-Tanza pizza parlor. “I 
don’t like it, but they have it 
and we have to be respectful 
and mindful of that. 

“I hope across the country 
people will be excited about 
the prospect of sharing their 
ideas to bring about a better 
America,” he said. 

It was the first meeting of the 
GOP group National Council 
for a New America, which was 
created to rebrand the party’s 
image. The meeting comes 
after a bad week in which 
Pennsylvania Sen. Arlen 
Specter announced he was 
switching to the Democratic 
party and Democrat Scott 
Murphy won a close U.S. 
House race in a GOP district 
in upstate New York. 

An Associated Press-GfK 
poll released in April shows 
that Democrats outnumber 
Republicans by 46 percent to 


28 percent, including those 
leaning toward either party. 
The national council, which 
plans listening sessions in other 
cities, also includes Louisiana 
Gov. Bobby Jindal, Mississippi 
Gov. Haley Barbour and Sen. 
John McCain. Republican 
aides on Capitol Hill 
disclosed the group this past 
Wednesday just before Obama 
started a news conference 
to mark his first 100 days in 
office. The group is partly 
highlighting their differences 
with the Republican National 
Committee’s political 

strategy. 

That group and a similar one 
— Resurgent Republic, a 
collection of the party’s senior 
strategists — are meant to be 
Republican roadshows outside 
Washington’s circus tent. 

Still, notably absent from 
either group’s rosters are the 


2008 GOP vice presidential 
nominee, Alaska Gov. Sarah 
Palin, and former Speaker 
Newt Gingrich, who has his 
own policy group. Others 
mentioned as potential 2012 
candidates and missing are 
South Carolina Gov. Mark 
Sanford and Minnesota Gov. 
Tim Pawlenty, although the 
latter is a close McCain ally. 
Cantor said he wanted to 
focus the meeting on “bread 
and butter” issues such as the 


rising costs of education and 
health care, which resonate 
the most with Americans right 
now. 

“These are discussions 
that need to occur with the 
American people of any 
political stripe,” he said. 
“We need to make sure, the 
discussions, I believe, should 
be focused on the principles 
that have made America great 
— the principles of freedom 
and opportunity.” 
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Most charges dropped in 
ritual sox abuse cases

WASHBURN, Missouri (AP) 
— There was a lot of public 
attention when leaders of 
two obscure churches in the 
Ozarks woods were accused 
of ceremonially abusing girls, 
preparing them for “service to 
God” by molesting them. 

The allegations involved 
extended families in southwest 
Missouri, a largely rural area 
that has one of the state’s 
highest rates of reported child 
abuse and has had other high- 
profile abuse cases. 

But nearly three years later, the 
cases have almost completely 
unraveled: Only one of the six 
defendants remains charged, 
and he is free on bail while 
waiting for a yet-to-be- 
scheduled trial. 

All six defendants, related by 
blood or marriage, pleaded 
not guilty. Hearing after 
hearing was held. Many of the 
approximately 100 members 
of the churches moved away. 
“This is exactly what I didn’t 
want to happen,” said Erin 
Willis, attorney for one of the 
accusers. “What I wanted is 
for them to feel vindicated, 
for them to come through it 
feeling like the legal process 
served them as it was meant 
to. 

“I’m not sure we accomplished 
that here.” 

The charges surfaced 2006 
when a handful of young 
women from Grand Valley 
Independent Baptist Church 
and Grandview Valley Baptist 
Church North told authorities 
they had been sexually abused, 
some since the 1970s. 
Raymond Lambert, pastor of 
Grand Valley Independent 
Baptist Church in McDonald 
County, was charged with 
molesting two girls with 
the help of his wife, Patty 
Lambert, over 10 years. The 
girls were allegedly told their 
bodies were being prepared 
“for service to God.” 

Also accused of abuse were 
Tom Epling, 54, and his 
brother, Paul Epling, 56. Tom 
Epling’s wife, Laura Epling, 
was accused of helping 
Lambert abuse a girl. 

George Otis Johnston, 
Lambert’s uncle and pastor 
of nearby Grandview Valley 
Baptist Church North in 
Newton County, was accused 


of telling an alleged victim 
he “was ordained by God to 
fulfill her needs as a woman” 
and that “if she would have 
sexual intercourse with him 
that she would remain a virgin 
and remain pure.” 

The girl told investigators 
she refused intercourse but 
continued to be molested. 
However, the statute of 
limitations led to dismissal 
of charges against the Epling 
brothers since their alleged 
crimes had taken place in the 
1970s and 1980s. 

In late 2007, McDonald 
County prosecutors abruptly 
dropped charges against 
Patty Lambert, 51, and Laura 
Epling, 52. 

And in June 2008, McDonald 
County Prosecutor Janice 
Durbin dropped all charges 
against Raymond Lambert, j ust 
weeks before he was to stand 
trial for child molestation, 
statutory sodomy and sexual 
abuse. 

She said the charges were 
dropped because the alleged 
victims decided “they can no 
longer subject themselves or 
their families to the ongoing 
scrutiny and pressures of a 
very public proceeding.” 

“In no way does this dismissal 
reflect the state’s opinion about 
the validity of the charges 
against the defendant,” Durbin 
said. 

Charges are still pending 
against Johnston, 66, who 
has pleaded innocent to 17 
felonies. His lawyer, Andrew 
Wood, did not return calls 


seeking comment. 

Child abuse cases can present 
challenges in rural areas, said 
Victor Vieth, director of the 
National Child Protection 
Training Center in Winona, 
Minnesota. 

“In small, rural communities, 
everybody knows everybody 
else,” Vieth said. “They’ve 
known everybody else for 
generations. But that doesn’t 
mean it can’t be handled 
successfully.” 

A lack of national experts 
on child abuse with rural 
backgrounds could also be an 
issue in how well rural cases 
are processed, Vieth said. 

The southwest Missouri 
region, which ranked No. 1 in 
hot line calls for children in 
2006, has seen other attention- 
grabbing abuse cases. Nine- 
year-old Rowan Ford was 
found raped and killed in 2007 
— her stepfather and a friend 
of his are charged in the case. 
The region also ranked first 
in the number of children in 
state custody in 2006 and in 
the number of substantiated 
child abuse/neglect cases and 
family assessments, according 
to the Department of Social 
Services. 

“The age-old question is, is 
this because we’re good at 
reporting abuse or because 
we have more?,” said Barbara 
Brown, executive director of 
the Child Advocacy Center in 
Springfield.

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Storms rumble across

Mississippi woman killed 

ATLANTA - Authorities say severe storms that rumbled 
across the Southeast killed one person, knocked out power 
to thousands and caused property damage in at least three 
states.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Now 
that the swine flu vims has 
passed from a farmworker 
to pigs, could it jump back 
to people? The question is 
important, because crossing 
species again could make it 
more deadly. 

The never-before-seen vims 
was created when genes from 
pig, bird and human vimses 
mixed together inside a pig. 
Experts fear the vims that has 
gone from humans back into 
pigs in at least one case could 
mutate further before crossing 
back into humans again. But 
no one can predict what will 
happen. 

“Could it gain vimlence?

There have been sporadic 
cases of pigs infecting humans 
with influenza in the past.

A few 
deaths have been recorded, 
and limited human-to-human 
transmission also has been 
documented, but nothing 
sustained. 

Dr. Tim Uyeki, an 
epidemiologist with the U.S.

Given that the past three 
flu pandemics — the 1918 
Spanish flu, the 1957-5 8 Asian 
flu and the Hong Kong flu of 
1968-69 — were all linked 
to birds, much of the global 
pandemic preparedness has 
focused on avian flus. 

“The world has been watching 
and preparing and trying to 
prevent a pandemic from an 
avian influenza reservoir,” 
he said.

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Iraqi Sunni fighters detained for past attacks

BAGHDAD (AP) — Iraqi 
and U.S. forces have arrested 
three leading members of a 
Sunni militia on suspicion 
of carrying out attacks 

— including downing an 
American military helicopter 

— before they joined sides 
with U.S.-led forces to fight 
the insurgency, Iraqi officials 
said Sunday. 

The arrests north of Baghdad 
put to test pledges by Iraq’s 
Shiite-led government to 
move ahead with Sunni 
reconciliation and offer 
security posts to members 
of the so-called Awakening 
Councils, who turned against 
al-Qaida and other insurgents 
in recent years in one of the 
pivotal alliances of the war. 
Sunni leaders have protested 
the slow pace of government 
outreach. Some Awakening 
Council units, meanwhile, 
have threatened to end 
patrols and leave checkpoints 
because promised government 
payments have fallen behind. 
Any step back by the tribal 
Sunni militias could leave 
Baghdad and other areas more 
vulnerable to attacks from 
insurgents, who have sharply 
stepped up bombings in the 
past month. 

The three Awakening Council 
leaders detained Saturday 
include Mullah Nadhum al- 
Jubouri, a prominent tribal 
militia figure in the area 
around Duluiyah, about 45 
miles (75 kilometers) north 
of Baghdad. His two brothers 
also were taken into custody 
in the U.S.-Iraqi raid, said 
Iraqi officials. 

The three are accused of 
carrying out attacks in 2005 
and 2006, including downing 
a U.S. helicopter and targeting 
a police station near Duluiyah, 
the officials said, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not allowed 
to release the details of the 
case. 

A U.S. military statement 
did not mention specific 
allegations against the three 
but said al-Jabouri and his 
brothers were wanted for 
“terrorism.” 

Some Awakening Council 
members were active in the

2008 warrant accusing him of 
charges that include roadside 
bombings and links to al- 
Qaida in Iraq. 

An amnesty law adopted 
last year allows officials to 
clear the slate the some past 
offenses, but does not cover 
allegations such as terrorism, 
kidnapping and rape. 

U.S. Defense Secretary 
Robert Gates, speaking on 
CNN’s “Fareed Zakaria GPS,” 
said Washington strongly 
favors efforts at political 
compromises between Shiites 
and Sunnis. 

“Regardless of what he says, 
Prime Minister (Nouri) al- 
Maliki also is reaching out 
to elements of the Sunni 
community as potential 
political allies,” said Gates, 
“so the key for us is the Iraqis 
themselves, working these 
differences out and their 
problems in a political way.” 


Iran: U.S. journalist’s case will get fair review

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s foreign 
minister assured his visiting Japanese 
counterpart that the case of an American 
journalist imprisoned in Tehran for 
allegedly spying for the United States 
will get a fair review on appeal. 

Foreign Minister Manouchehr Mottaki 
said 32-year-old Roxana Saberi’s 
appeal will be “reviewed justly and 
humanely.” He spoke at a joint news 
conference Saturday with Japan’s 
Hirofumi Nakasone, who expressed 
concern over the case during his visit 
to Iran. 

Saberi is a dual Iranian-American 
citizen who was bom in Fargo, North 
Dakota. Her father is Iranian and her 
mother is Japanese. She was arrested 
in January in Tehran and sentenced last 
month to eight years in prison after a 
one-day trial behind closed doors. Her 
case has raised an international outcry 
and her lawyer in Iran has appealed the 
verdict. 

Saberi’s father, who is in Iran with her mother trying to 
persuade the government to release Saberi, said last week 
she had gone on a hunger strike after she was convicted and 
has since become “very weak.” Iran’s judiciary denies she is 
on hunger strike. 

Washington has called the spying charges against Saberi 
“baseless” and insisted Iran release her. U.S. Secretary of 


State Hillary Rodham Clinton last week reiterated those 
appeals. 

The case has been a source of tension between the U.S. and 
Iran at a time when the Obama administration is reaching out 
to Tehran after decades of diplomatic stalemate. 

Saberi was working as a freelance reporter for organizations 
including National Public Radio and the British Broadcasting 
Corp. before her arrest. 
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Supporters of Pakistani a religious group ‘Sunni Tehreek (movement) 6 hold a rally against Taliban 
and condemn the suspected U.S. drone attacks in the tribal areas, Sunday, May 3, 2009 in Lahore, 
Pakistan.

A Taliban spokesman said 
militants will start patrolling 
Swat’s main town, and 
acknowledged that they cut 
the throats of two soldiers as 
revenge for the army killing 
two insurgents. 

What happens to the peace 
pact is likely to figure 
prominently in talks between 
Pakistani President Asif Ali 
Zardari and Obama later this 
week. Zardari is expected to 
ask for more money to help 
Pakistan’s battered economy 
and under-equipped security 
forces. 

Under February’s peace 
deal, the government agreed 
to impose Islamic law in the 
districts that make up the 
Malakand Division in hopes 
that the militants would lay 
down their arms. 

But the Taliban in Swat 
were emboldened, and soon 
entered the adjacent Buner 
district to impose their harsh 
brand of Islam. 

Pakistan has insisted on 
using negotiations and 
force in tackling violent 
extremism within its borders. 
It’s an approach that worries 
U.S. officials, who warn 


that peace deals allow the 
insurgents time and room to 
strengthen. 

Taliban and al-Qaida fighters 
already have strongholds 
along Pakistan’s border 
regions from which to plan 
attacks on U.S. and NATO 
forces in neighboring 
Afghanistan, and American 
leaders don’t want to see 
Swat turn into a sanctuary 
for them. 


Sunday, the Swat Taliban 
started patrolling Mingora, 
the valley’s main town, in 
response to military patrols, 
Taliban spokesman Muslim 
Khan said. 

“We are not violating the 
peacedeal.Thisisgovemment 
and security forces who are 
doing that. We have started 
armed patrols in response to 
security forces patrols. We 
will keep on doing that if 


they do, and we wouldn’t if 
they don’t. We have a right 
to defend ourselves,” Khan 
said. 

In recent weeks, the militants 
have moved into Buner, a 
district just 60 miles from 
Islamabad. The proximity 
of the district to the capital 
raised alarms domestically 
and abroad, and Pakistan’s 
military went on the 
offensive over the past week 
to drive the Taliban out. 

An army statement Sunday 
said 80 militants including an 
important local commander 
had been killed, along with 
three soldiers. But the army’s 
statement focused much 
more on Swat itself. 

It accused militants there 
of looting a bank, attacking 
a power grid and blowing 
up part of a bridge. It said 
security forces discovered at 
least three explosives-laden 
vehicles apparently intended 
for suicide attacks. 

The militants were “in 
gross violation of the peace 
accord” and their actions 
threatened “the lives of the 
(civilian) population, civil 
administration as well as 
security forces personnel,” 
the army statement said. 

On top of that list, two 
security personnel were 
discovered with their throats 
slit and their bodies and 
faces mutilated Sunday in 
Swat, a security official said 
on condition of anonymity 


because he was not 
authorized to talk to media 
on the record. 

The Taliban spokesman 
said the men were killed in 
revenge for the military’s 
killing of two insurgents. 

The government ordered 
a curfew for Swat from 9 
p.m. to 6 a.m., said Khushal 
Khan, an administrator who 
also confirmed the militant 
patrols. It was unclear what 
officials could do if the 
militants ignored the order. 
The dangerous nature of 
Swat made it difficult to 
independently verify the 
army’s accusations Sunday. 
Even as the government 
and the militants hardened 
their positions, officials in 
Pakistan’s northwest sought 
to keep the peace deal alive, 
insisting that the pact retains, 
at the very least, symbolic 
value. 

Officials announced 

Saturday that they had set 
up an Islamic appeals court 
as their part of the deal. A 
speedier justice system has 
long been a demand of Swat 
residents, and setting up the 
court takes away a grievance 
that militants have exploited, 
officials say. 

A cleric mediating the pact 
however rejected the panel. 
By carrying out their part 
of the agreement, officials 
say, the government can 
gain more support from the 
public to take action against 
the Taliban if the militants 
violate the pact. Many Swat 
residents desperate for a stop 
to the fighting welcomed the 
deal, even if it didn’t evict 
the Taliban. 

Still, the army’s harsh stance 
does not guarantee a return 
to fighting in Swat itself. 
Some two years of clashes 
between the two sides killed 
hundreds and displaced up 
to one-third of Swat’s 1.5 
million residents before the 
peace deal was crafted. 

The army, which has 
struggled in the field of 
counterinsurgency, could 
not keep the militants from 
taking control of most of 
the valley. It’s unclear that 
it has the capacity to defeat 
the Swat Taliban now or the 
stomach to try. 
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Sri Lanka may pardon 
surrendering rebel fighters

COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) 
— Sri Lanka’s government 
says it is considering an 
amnesty for Tamil Tiger rebels 
who surrender — although not 
for leaders of the insurgency, 
which is facing defeat after 25 
years of civil war. 

Human Rights Minister 
Mahinda Samarasinghe said 
Sunday that officials from the 
attorney general’s department 
were studying the legal basis 
for a possible pardon for 
separatists who surrender but 
that a final decision had not 
been made. 

He said any offer would not be 
open to rebel leader Velupillai 
Prabhakaran and others 
convicted in Sri Lanka for 


various attacks or wanted in 
neighboring India for the 1991 
assassination of former Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi. 

“The leadership will be dealt 
with under the laws of the 
country,” Samarasinghe said. 
Gandhi was blown up by a 
suspected Tamil Tiger female 
suicide bomber at an election 
rally in southern India in 
apparent revenge for sending 
a peacekeeping force to Sri 
Lanka in 1987. 

Samarasinghe said the 
government also plans to 
offer vocational training for 
surrendering rebels to help 
them reintegrate into society. 
Tamil Tiger leaders have 
vowed no surrender. Every 
fighter is meant to wear a 
cyanide capsule and swears an 


oath to swallow the capsule to 
avoid capture. 

But the government says a 
number of rebels have already 
given themselves up, including 
the group’s former media 
spokesman and an interpreter 
for its political wing. 
Separately, the Tamil Tigers’ 
political head, Balasingham 
Nadesan, wrote Saturday to 
British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband and his 
French counterpart, Bernard 
Kouchner, saying the 
insurgents are ready to “engage 
in the process to bring about 
a cease-fire and enter into 
negotiations for an enduring 
resolution to the conflict.” 
Excerpts of Nadesan’s letter 
were e-mailed to news 
organizations. 


Miliband and Kouchner 
visited Sri Lanka last week 
to press for a truce, but the 
government refused to let up 
its offensive, saying it is on 
the verge of victory. 

Fighting continued Sunday. 
The military said it captured 
a 500-yard (meter) -long 
earth fortification erected by 
the rebels to slow the army’s 
advance. Military spokesman 
Brig. Udaya Nanayakkara 
said the rebels were now 
confined to just a 2.8-mile 
(4.5-kilometer) coastal stretch 
in the northeast. He did not 
give casualty details from the 


battle.An estimated 50,000 
noncombatants are trapped 
in the tiny strip along with 
the cornered rebels. A recent 
United Nations report said 
about 6,500 civilians were 
killed in the area in the past 
three months. 

The rebels have fought since 
1983 to create an independent 
homeland for ethnic minority 
Tamils, who have suffered 
decades of marginalization 
by successive governments 
controlled by majority ethnic 
Sinhalese. More than 70,000 
people have been killed in the 
violence. 


Austria: Suspect arrested in 
poisoning of 5 people

VIENNA (AP) — Police 
in Vienna arrested a man 
suspected of slipping drugs 
into drinks at a crowded bar 
Sunday, causing five people to 
collapse. Authorities said all 
five victims were hospitalized 
in life-threatening condition. 
Investigators said they were 
still trying to determine a 
motive for the attack, which 
happened on a sunny afternoon 
at a small bar packed with up 
to 50 people enjoying an “after 
hours” party. 

Authorities were called to 
the scene when customers at 
a sidewalk ice cream salon 
across the street from the bar 
saw the five victims fall to the 
ground. 

“We got an emergency 
call at 5 p.m.,” said police 
spokeswoman Iris Seper. 

She said officers later took 
the unidentified suspect into 
custody after witnesses said 
they had seen a man offering 
the victims drinks. 
Investigators said it was 


unclear exactly what substance 
had been added to the drinks, 
but that it appeared to be 
some kind of narcotic. Seper 
said the victims drank freely, 
apparently unaware that 
anything was amiss. 

The five — three men and 
two women, all in their 20s — 
were taken to several hospitals 
around Vienna, Seper said. 
Police would not say whether 
the suspect was employed 
at the bar in Vienna’s central 
Alsergrund district or had 
any other connection to the 
establishment. 

It also was unclear whether the 
five victims knew each other 
and whether their attacker had 
singled them out or targeted 
them. 

The bar where Sunday’s attack 
took place is one of dozens of 
cafes, taverns and restaurants 
nestled in the Stadtbahnboegen 
— arched spaces beneath 
elevated tramway trestles. 

The neighborhood is situated 
on the Guertel, a main 
thoroughfare ringing the 
Austrian capital.

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian police 
and armored cars charged into a 
crowd of a 1,000 irate pig farmers 
armed with stones and bottles, 
leaving 12 people injured as 
residents of a Cairo slum resisted 
government efforts to slaughter 
the nation’s pigs to guard against 
swine flu. 

Cairo security chief Maj. Gen. 
Ismail Shaer said 14 people 
were arrested. Seven police were 
among the injured in the clashes 
with largely Christian garbage 
collectors who raise pigs on the 
refuse and live in the teeming 
slums of Manishyet Nasr outside 
the capital. 

The farmers blocked the road 
leading to their pig pens and 
hurled rocks and bottles at police, 
who responded by charging them 
with armored cars and firing tear 
gas. Some 200 policemen then 
surrounded the neighborhood 
backed by a half dozen police 
trucks. 

Egypt last week ordered the 
slaughter of all the country’s 
300,000 pigs even though no 
cases of swine flu have been 
reported here. The World Health 
Organization has said the move 
was unnecessary because the 
virus is being spread through 
humans. 

On Sunday the organization 
reiterated its message that pork, 
ham and sausages are all safe to 
eat. 

Authorities have now expanded 
the rationale for the slaughter 
beyond swine flu to a larger 
campaign against unsanitary pig 
farming conditions, particularly 
in the Cairo slums where the 
garbage collectors live. 

The campaign has been met 
from the start by protests and 
resistance from pig owners. The 
consumption and raising of pigs is 
largely restricted to the country’s 
Christian minority, estimated 
at 10 percent of the population. 
Muslims consider pork unclean 
and generally do not eat it. 

“We were surprised by the 
tremendous objection by the 
garbage collectors. They fired 
guns, and they threw stones and 
bottles,” Maj. Gen. Mohammed 
Nabawi, head of the Cairo 
Beautification Authority, told 
The Associated Press. He said 
that healthy pigs are being 
slaughtered for their meat while 
the pregnant and babies are being 
destroyed. 

Cairo’s predominantly Christian 
population of garbage collectors, 
known as the zabaleen, roam 
the streets of the sprawling 


city’s wealthier neighborhoods 
collecting its garbage. They bring 
the refuse back to their homes 
and dump it in their courtyards, 
sorting through it for material to 
recycle. Pigs and other animals 
feed off the organic matter while 
the rest is reprocessed in crude 
workshops. 

Isaac Mikhail, the head of the 
garbage collectors association, 
said 65,000 pigs live in the slum 
of Manishyet Nasr, providing 
a livelihood for some 55,000 
people in the area. 


He said farmers were enraged 
when the government slaughtered 
600 of their pigs and then only 
paid them half of the going 
market rate of about 55 cents a 
pound ($1.20 a kilogram). 

“If the government wants to 
slaughter (the pigs), they should 
pay a just price. How can people 
live?” he asked, estimating that 
a quarter of a million people in 
Cairo, a city of 18 million, are 
involved in pig farming. 

Milad Ladid, a 3 3-year-old 
running a recycling workshop, 


couldn’t understand why Egypt 
was killing its pigs when no one 
else in the world was. 

“In Mexico, and elsewhere in the 
world, where they had infected 
people, no one decided to 
slaughter pigs. Why us? Why are 
we slaughtering pigs here while 
we have no reported cases?” he 
said. 

Pigs flowed around Marzouqa 
Moussa, a middle-aged woman 
standing outside her small home, 
where she also sorts through 


trash. 

“We bring the garbage here and 
sort it and we feed the pigs,” 
said Marzouqa Moussa, a middle 
aged woman dressed in a dark 
robe, surrounded by dozens of 
pigs. “We were bom here and we 
live here,” she added, gesturing 
toward her simple living area 
adorned with a picture of Jesus 
Christ next to a room piled high 
with reeking garbage bags. A 
third room of the house was 
given over to the pigs. 

The introduction of modem 
garbage services in many parts 
of the city over the last five years 
has already cost the zabaleen 
some of their livelihood. 

In 2008, President Hosni 
Mubarak ordered all animal 
rearing, particularly pigs and 
chickens, to be moved out of 
populated areas for hygienic 
reasons. The order was never 
implemented, however, and 
authorities say the current crisis 
is a perfect opportunity. 

Pig raising will be restarted in 
two years at specially constmcted 
farms in the countryside using 
newly imported animals, officials 
from the Ministry of Agriculture 
told Egyptian media. 

“Everything Egypt has decided 
to do — despite the noise it 
caused here and there — first 
and foremost aims at protecting 
human health, and the health 
of the Egyptian people which 
is worth all the efforts and the 
measures taken,” presidential 
spokesman Suleiman Awwad 
said Sunday. 


State TV: Tuareg rebels in Niger release hostage

NIAMEY, Niger (AP) — Tuareg rebels fighting the 
government of Niger released their last hostage on Sunday, 
an interior minister said on state TV. 

The state television station broadcast images of Mamane 
Louali, who was captured in June 2007, being released at 
the airport in Agadez, a town in the country’s far north and 
one of the traditional bases of the nomadic Tuaregs. 

The Niger Movement for Justice, known by its French 
abbreviation MNJ, has taken dozens of Nigerien soldiers 
hostage in their fight against the government of Niger. 
They accuse the government of marginalizing the Tuareg 
minority. 

There was no immediate confirmation of the hostage release 
on the MNJ’s Web site. A statement posted on the rebel 
site April 13 cast doubt on the recent peace negotiations, 
facilitated by neighboring Libya. 

Minister of the Interior Albade Abouba said the hostage 
released was the last of dozens that the MNJ had captured. 
He said Louali’s release comes as President Mamadou 
Tandja, on an official visit to Agadez, agreed for the first 


time to meet with MNJ representatives. 

The rebel group launched an uprising in 2007, claiming the 
government had failed to come through on promises brokered 
during an earlier 1995 peace accord with the Tuaregs. 
Throughout the two-year conflict, Tandja refused to meet 
with the MNJ or even to refer to the rebels by name, calling 
them “drug traffickers” or “armed bandits,” words that 
became accepted government code for the Tuareg militia. 
Besides the MNJ, Abouda said the president will also meet 
with representatives of other armed Tuareg factions. 

For decades, the lighter-skinned nomads have claimed that 
they have been ignored by Niger’s government, ruled from 
the southern city of Niamey by darker-skinned Africans. 
The long-festering conflict took on a new dimension with 
the exploitation of uranium in the country’s northern desert. 
Tandja on Monday is expected to accompany representatives 
of French energy giant Areva at a ceremony marking the 
beginning of a new uranium project in Imouraren, not far 
from Agadez. 

Niger produces 3,000 tons of uranium, but starting in 2011, 
the Imouraren site is expected to boost Niger’s uranium 
production to 5,000 tons per year. 
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French naval forces detain 11 
suspected pirates off Somalia

NAIROBI, Kenya-A French 
naval vessel intercepted 11 
suspected pirates traveling 
off the Somali coast on 
Sunday in two assault vessels 
and a so-called “mothership” 
loaded with Kalashnikovs 
and rocket launchers, the 
French Defense Ministry 
said. 

It was the French ship’s 
third pirate intervention in a 
month. France has been the 
most aggressive in pursuing 
pirates out of more than a 
dozen nations patrolling 

shipping routes in the Gulf 

of Aden. 

Another three suspected 

pirates were detained 


Saturday by the Seychelles 
coast guard, which had been 
alerted by the French warship 
Nivose after European 
officials decided there was 
not enough evidence to hold 
them. 

French Defense Ministry 
spokesman Christophe 
Prazuck said the 11 new 
suspects were intercepted 
Sunday morning about 560 
miles off Somalia’s coast. 
They had been traveling 
with a pirate mothership — a 
larger vessel often used to 
tow speed boats hundreds of 
miles out to sea and resupply 
them in open water. Prazuck 
said it was still unclear what 
France would do with the 
new suspects. 

Meanwhile, the three suspects 


arrested by the Seychelles 
coast guard vessel the 
Andromache were expected 
Sunday evening in port in the 
islands that depend heavily on 
tourism, according to Brigitte 
Ahshung at the Seychelles 
Broadcasting Corporation. 
Prazuck said the three had 
previously been detained 
and interrogated by sailors 
aboard the Nivose, after 
being pulled off a 32-foot 
fishing boat loaded with 13 
barrels of fuel, water and 
food but no weapons.

KATMANDU, Nepal (AP) struggle over admitting former and jeopardizing the survival 
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of the country’s first elected 
government. 

President Ram Baran Yadav, 
meanwhile, rejected the 
government decision and wrote 
to the army chief, Rookmangud 
Katawal, to continue in his 
position, calling the sacking 
unconstitutional. 

The president’s letter was 
delivered to Katawal’s office 
almost at midnight with copies 
also sent to Prime Minister Pushpa 
Kamal Dahal’s residence. 

The president’s orders have 
further deepened the crisis. 

Since centuries-old monarchy was 
abolished last year, the position of 
president was created and Yadav 
was the first elected to the office. 
The army is officially under the 
command of the president, not 
the prime minister. 

However, since the country’s 
constitution is being rewritten, 
many things are unclear including 
who has the power to actually fire 
the army chief. 

The president is a member of 
the Nepali Congress, the main 
opposition party, which vowed 
to fight the prime minister’s 
decision. The army chief’s 
dismissal prompted a key 
political party to withdraw from 
the ruling coalition and frayed 
already tense relations between 
the government, dominated by 
former Maoist rebels, and the 
military they long fought. 

The fallout could pose the 
biggest challenge yet for Nepal’s 
troubled leaders who are new to 
politics and already struggling 
to provide basic services in the 
impoverished Himalayan nation. 
The dispute between Prime 
Minister Dahal, a former Maoist 
rebel leader, and army chief 
centered on the difficult question 
of how to integrate former 
rebels into the ranks of the army 
they fought for a decade — as 
required by a U.N.-brokered 
peace agreement. 

Since giving up their bloody 
rebellion in 2006 and joining the 
political mainstream, the Maoists 
have confined their fighters 
to U.N.-monitored camps and 
locked up their weapons. Dahal 
wanted them freed and admitted 
to the national army but Katawal 
resisted the move and clashed 
repeatedly with the government 
over the issue. 

The government says Katawal 
also ignored orders to stop 
recruiting soldiers, boycotted 
last month’s national games, and 
allowing eight army generals 
to continue working past their 
tenure. 


“The army chief was removed 
because he failed to give a 
satisfactory explanation on why 
the government orders were 
ignored,” said Information 
Minister Krishna Bahadur 
Mahara. 

The Communist Party of Nepal 
(United Marxist Leninist), 
the second largest party in the 
coalition government, withdrew 
from the coalition Sunday “to 
protest the prime minister’s 
unilateral decision,” the party’s 
general secretary, Ishwar Pokhrel, 
said. 

Leaders from several smaller 
parties walked out of the Cabinet 
meeting after Dahal announced 
his decision. They were debating 
Sunday night whether to withdraw 
their support completely. 

Political analysts said the 
government could be on the brink 
of collapse. 

“It has become almost 
impossible for the Maoists to 
remain in government in the 
present situation,” said Ameet 
Dhakal, editor of Republica, a 
leading newspaper in the capital 
Katmandu. “It’s a big crisis for 
the country now.” 

Thousands of demonstrators filled 
Katmandu’s streets Sunday, some 
to support the Maoist government 
and others to protest. Maoist 
supporters, waving red flags, 
called the army chief’s sacking a 
“victory for people’s rule” while 
the opposition blocked traffic and 
burned tires in protest. 

Police were on high alert and 
security troops turned out in full 
force to prevent any violence. 
There were no reported injuries. 
Anger is high in Nepal, where 
much of the public blames the 
Maoists for the power outages 
that can last more than 16 hours 
a day, the fuel shortages that have 
made for endless lines at gas 
stations, and the rising price of 
food and household staples. 

But the Maoists are still 
revolutionary heroes to many, 
especially among rural villagers 
who voted them into power last 
year in Nepal’s first elections. 
The centuries-old monarchy was 
abolished soon after. 

Krishna Khanal, a political 
science professor at Tribhuwan 
University in Katmandu, said the 
Maoists could still survive the 
crisis. 

“If the smaller parties decide to 
support the Maoists, then they 
can still run the government,” he 
said. “But there is no immediate 
solution to the present political 
crisis.” 
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Helicopter crash kills 18 people In Venezuela

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 
— Seventeen Venezuelan 
soldiers and a civilian were 
killed when a military 
helicopter crashed Sunday 
near the Colombian border, 
the state news agency 
reported. A brigadier general 
was among those killed. 
President Hugo Chavez said 
the soldiers were patrolling 
the 1,400-mile border 
separating Venezuela and 
Colombia when the local 
military base lost contact 
with their Mi-17 helicopter 
shortly after midday. The 
helicopter crashed near the 
town of El Alto de Rubio, the 
state-run Bolivarian News 
Agency reported. 

Two pilots and the entire crew 
were killed. Army Brig. Gen. 
Domingo Alberto Feneite 
and Cristian Velazquez, a 


civilian, were among the 
victims, according to the 
state news agency. 

Chavez sent condolences to 
the families of the victims 
during his weekly television 
and radio program. 

“They died while they were 
on duty and serving the 
fatherland,” he said. 

Neither Chavez nor the 
Venezuelan military 

mentioned the cause of the 
crash. Chavez lamented that 
dozens ofVenezuelan soldiers 
have lost their lives in recent 
years trying during their 
duties to prevent violence 
from Colombia’s decades- 
long armed conflict from 
spilling over into Venezuela. 
The socialist leader also 
rebuked U.S. allegations that 
his government has failed to 
prevent border incursions by 
Colombian rebels and right- 
wing paramilitaries. 

“They say we don’t patrol 


the border. How many lives 
has Colombia’s conflict cost 
us Venezuelans? Eighteen 
Venezuelans dead today,” 
Chavez quipped. 

The U.S. State Department’s 
annual assessment of 
terrorism released last 
week said Venezuela “did 
not systematically police” 
the border. It said both 
Colombian rebels and 
right-wing paramilitaries 
“regularly crossed into 
Venezuelan territory to rest 
and regroup as well as to 
extort protection money.” 
Chavez — a fierce critic of 
U.S. foreign policy — said 
he told U.S. President Barack 
Obama at the recent Americas 
Summit that he’s willing to 
help broker possible peace 
talks in Colombia, then 
added: “It would be great of 
Obama were to say it, and 
seek peace instead of fueling 
the war.”

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Supermarket magnate wins Panama presidential vote

PANAMA CITY (AP) 
Conservative supermarket 
magnate Ricardo Martinelli 
won Panama’s presidential 
elections in a landslide 
Sunday, promising to guide 
the country through the 
world economic crisis and an 


ambitious expansion of the 
Panama Canal. 

The win by Martinelli, of 
the opposition Alliance for 
Change, marked a rare center- 
right election triumph in a 
region that has seen a wave of 
leftist leaders. 

Electoral Tribunal 

President Erasmo Pinilla 


called Martinelli, 57, the 
“indisputable winner” after 
preliminarty results showed 
him with 61 percent support 
and ruling-party candidate 
Balbina Herrara with 37 
percent. Former President 
Guillermo Endara was a 
distant third. The winner was 
announced with more than 80 
percent of the votes counted. 
The U.S.-educated, pro¬ 
business Martinelli, who owns 
Panama’s largest supermarket 
chain, said he would work for 
a national unity government 
because “that is what the 
country is counting on.” 
“Tomorrow we will all be 
Panamamians and we will 
change this country so that it 
has a good health system, good 
education, good transportation 
and good security,” he said. 
Herrara, a 54-year-old former 
housing minister under 
President Martin Torrijos, 
conceded defeat late Sunday 
and promised to respect the 
results. 

She vowed to form “a 
responsible but very energetic 


opposition because we have 
stopped being a country of 
economic growth, with our 
house in order and a canal 
expansion plan in march.” 

The winner, whose five-year 
term starts on July 1, will have 
to guide Panama through the 
global economic crisis and the 
$5.25 billion expansion of the 
canal to increase its capacity 
and accommodate larger 
ships. The canal is Panama’s 
economic motor. 

Both Martinelli and Herrera 
supported the canal expansion, 
but recent world economic 
woes have generated 
uncertainty over the project, 
which is receiving $2.3 billion 
in international financing. 

The canal project, which 
was approved in a 2006 
referendum, is expected to 
create about 5,000 direct jobs 
in the small Central American 
nation between 2010 and 2011, 
when construction is at its 
peak, according to authorities. 
The ruling party’s popularity 
was undermined by the 
economic crisis, slowing 


growth and crime. 

Panama’s economy grew 
by an annual average of 8.7 
percent over the past five 
years, and unemployment fell 
from 12 percent to 5.6 percent. 
The growth was fueled by 
foreign and state investment 
by the outgoing Torrijos 
government. 

But growth this year is 
projected to be just 3-4 
percent. 

Amid the growing economic 
gloom, Martinelli played 
up his business experience 
as owner of the Super 99 
supermarket chain. He has a 
degree from the University of 
Arkansas. 

During his campaign, he 
vowed to attract foreign 
investment and promote 
free trade, particularly with 
Panama’s main trading partner, 
the United States. Panama has 
agreed a free trade accord 
with the United States, which 
has been held up in the U.S. 
Congress by concerns about 
Panamanian labor rights and 
tax evasion.

Economy buffeting student 
pilots, flight schools 


DAYTON, Ohio - Ivan Nogalo can often hear 
small planes buzzing over his machine shop in 
Cleveland. “You want to be up there,” the 33- 
year-old said. 

But Nogalo can’t be. The would-be pilot has 
been grounded because the economy has forced 
him to tighten his belt. 

It’s the same for Ryan Fisher, who spent an 
estimated $10,000 on flying lessons before 
losing his job with a real estate developer. 
The 3 7-year-old was two weeks short of being 
certified as a private pilot when he couldn’t 
afford further training. 

“It’s frustrating,” said Fisher, of Cleveland 
Heights. “I miss being up in the airplane, that 
sense of freedom. It’s kind of transcendental.” 
The slumping economy has forced some 
student pilots to put their dreams of flying on 
hold, threatened to accelerate the decline of 
the U.S. pilot population, and put a financial 
chokehold on flight schools. 

The number of U.S. pilots has fallen more than 
25 percent from a 1980 peak of about 827,000 
to about 590,000 at the end of 2008, according 
to the Federal Aviation Administration. 

While there are no more recent figures, the 
Aircraft Owners and Pilots Association is seeing 
some anecdotal evidence that the economy is 
taking a toll, said Chris Dancy, spokesman for 
the Frederick, Md.-based organization. 

“Flight training is done with disposable 
income,” Dancy said. “It is very common in 
economic down times for flight training to fall 
off.” 

It usually costs between $6,000 and $9,000 
to get a private pilot’s license, according to 
Dancy. 

Ryan Gessel, 26, of San Francisco, has wanted 
to fly for nearly three years, hoping to fly for 
pleasure as well as to see clients in northern 
California as an account manager for a brewing 
company. He began taking flying lessons last 
summer and had gotten four or five hours 
under his belt when the economy went into a 
nosedive. 

Gessel’s salary became uncertain, and while he 
has since gotten a new position in the company, 
he is not sure how much he’ll be paid. 

“There is a lot of uncertainty, so I didn’t 
see it as the smartest move to put $10,000 


into something that isn’t really considered a 
priority,” Gessel said. “It’s kind of frustrating. 
But the dream is definitely still there.” 
Economic conditions have also forced some 
pilots who already have licenses to give up 
flying. 

Marty Helms, of Wake Forest, N.C., got his 
license in 2006 and would fly to visit family 
and friends in Virginia and Pennsylvania. 

Last May, Helms began to re-evaluate the 
money he was spending on aviation as the 
economy began to sour, the price of fuel began 
to skyrocket and his friends started losing their 
jobs. The 40-year-old hasn’t flown since. 
Helms estimates it would cost him $3,000 to 
complete the training hours needed to resume 
flying. Then add in the cost of fuel and renting 
aircraft. And there is the economy, which makes 
his financial future uncertain. 

“It’s not something that motivates you to stay 
in a hobby like aviation,” Helms said. “I miss 
it. There is nothing more rewarding than the 
flying.” 

Richard Syrovy, of Kitchener, Ontario, has a 
private license and was pursuing a license to 
fly commercially in hopes of making aviation 
his career. But the economy made openings 
for pilots scarce, and the 22-year-old college 
student, who took a part-time job marketing 
knives to pay for his training, couldn’t afford 
to continue. He last flew in June. 

“When you take a part-time job, your checks 
are going to be part-time,” Syrovy said. 

Flying lessons are down 50 percent from a 
year ago at the New Flyers Association, a flight 
club at the Ohio State University Airport in 
Columbus that has seven airplanes and 120 
members. President Dick Willis blames the 
economy and uncertain financial futures of the 
students. 

“They don’t know what’s going to happen,” 
Willis said. “They’re keeping their money in 
their mattresses.” 

At Moraine Airpark in suburban Dayton, the 
pool of students has dwindled from 30 to 10. 
The school accounts for about 25 percent of the 
airport’s income. 

“It hurts us pretty bad,” said manager George 
Bockerstette. 


unions agreed to $20 million 
in labor concessions.

“We have not reached an 
agreement. The deadline is 
midnight tonight,” Times 
Co. spokeswoman Catherine 
Mathis said in an e-mail. 

The Guild did not release 
specifics on what kinds of 
wage or benefit cuts it had 


proposed to the Times Co. 
The union said further details 
would be made public once 
all Guild members have had 
a chance to review them. 

Like many other newspapers, 
the Globe has been struggling 
amid declining advertising 
revenues and dropping 
circulation as readers 
migrate to the Internet. The 
Globe had $50 million in 
operating losses in 2008 
and is projected to lose $85 
million this year. 

The Times Co., which bought 
the Globe in 1993, has said 
that of all its newspaper 
properties, the Globe has 
been the most dramatically 
affected by the recession and 
the advertising downturn. 
New York Times Co. 
Chairman Arthur Sulzberger 
Jr. said at the company’s 
annual shareholders meeting 
last month that more needed 
to be done to align the 
Globe’s costs and revenues.

Coach among injured in 
Cowboys’ roof collanse

IRVING, Texas (AP) — Dallas Cowboys special teams coach 
Joe DeCamillis broke his back and 11 more were injured when 
winds just shy of tornado strength ripped through the roof of the 
team’s indoor practice facility on Saturday. 

The storm hit while 27 rookie players were going through 
workouts. There were about 70 people in the facility, counting 
coaches, other team personnel and media, officials said. 

Ten of the injured were taken by emergency vehicles. Two 
others went to hospitals on their own. Names and details of their 
injuries were not released due to privacy issues. 

Former coach Dan Reeves, DeCamillis’ father-in-law, said the 
first-year Dallas assistant has a couple of broken vertebrae in 
his lower back. 

Reeves added DeCamillis probably will have surgery. The coach 
was seen being removed on a stretcher wearing a neck brace. 
“This worked out very, very well from a medical point of 
view,” said Dr. Paul Pepe, head of emergency medical services 
for Dallas County Hopsital. “Right now, I think we don’t have 
anybody who is in a life-threatening situation.” 

The six-year-old white, tent-like building is large enough to be 
seen from miles (kilometers) away. 

“I saw it coming down and didn’t have time to react,” secondary 
coach Dave Campo said. “I hit the ground and was able to get 
back up.” 

The storm was producing winds measured at 64 mph (103 kph) 
just before it struck the Cowboys facility, said National Weather 
Service meteorologist Joe Harris in Fort Worth.

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Hawks advance with one final blowout of Heat 91-78

ATLANTA - The final 
blowout went to Atlanta, so 
it’s the Hawks who’ll get a 
shot at LeBron James and the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. 

Joe Johnson scored 27 points 
to make up for a mostly 
disappointing series and the 
Hawks won the first Game 7 
ever played in Atlanta, beating 
Dwyane Wade and the Miami 
Heat 91-78 Sunday to advance 
to the second round of the 
NBA playoffs for the first time 
in a decade. 

A series totally devoid of 
drama ended in appropriate 
fashion. After a back-and- 
forth first quarter that ended 
with Atlanta ahead 20-18, the 
Hawks pulled out to a 49-36 
lead by halftime. 

They might as well have 
started the celebration right 
then. There were only 15 lead 
changes in seven games — not 
one of them after the opening 
period. Every game was 
decided by at least 10 points, 
and this one wasn’t nearly as 
close as the final margin. 
Johnson got off to a sluggish 
start but came alive when the 
Hawks needed him. His most 
dramatic shot was a long 3- 
pointer over Wade from out 
near Atlanta’s winged logo at 
center court, which left the 
Miami star standing there with 
a look of disbelief. 

The Hawks turned the contest 
into a laugher in the final 
quarter. Flip Murray hit a 3- 
pointer to give Atlanta its 
biggest lead, 85-66, and both 
teams cleared their benches in 
the closing minutes as Miami’s 
reserves outplayed the home 
team’s substitutions to make 
the end result somewhat 
respectable. 

Things got ugly in the closing 
minutes while the Hawks 
fans chanted “Hey, hey, hey, 
goodbye!” Zaza Pachulia, 
who provided more quality 
minutes off the bench, drove 
to the hoop and was collared 
around the neck by Udonis 
Haslem. The Miami forward 
was tossed out of the game for 
a flagrant foul, while Atlanta 
coach Mike Woodson charged 
onto the court to make sure no 
punches were thrown. 

The Hawks will need everyone 


for the Cavaliers, the top seed 
in the playoffs. Game 1 is 
Tuesday night in Cleveland. 
The Heat is done, their finale 
epitomized by Haslem’s 
inglorious exit. He ripped 
off his jersey on the way to 
the locker room, throwing 
it into the crowd before he 
disappeared down the tunnel. 
Still, it was quite a comeback 
season for Wade and the Heat, 
who bounced back from a 
dismal 15-67 record to make 
the playoffs as the fifth seed in 
the East. 

Wade scored 31 points but the 
majority of those came after 
the Hawks had already built 
a comfortable lead. Bothered 
by back spasms throughout 
the series, he didn’t have 
enough help from his young 
teammates to get through to a 
matchup against James in the 
second round. 

Instead, it’s the Hawks moving 
on. Red and silver streamers 
fell from the roof of Philips 
Arena as the horn sounded, 
celebrating the team’s first 
playoff series win since a five- 
game triumph over Detroit in 
1999. That team was swept 
by New York in the next 
round and then drifted into 
irrelevance, enduring nine 
straight losing seasons before 
this year’s 47-35 mark was 
good enough for home-court 
advantage in the opening 
round of the playoffs. 

A year ago, the Hawks learned 
the benefits of playing Game 
7 at home. After taking the 
eventual NBA champion 
Celtics to the limit, Atlanta 
was blown out in the decisive 
game at Boston. This time, the 
Hawks got to play at home, 
and the doled out the same 
treatment to Miami. 

Mike Bibby might have been 
the Hawks most valuable 
player in the series. He scored 
11 points, including a couple 
of 3s, and doled out six assists. 
He even stood up to Woodson 
when the coach complained 
about Josh Smith putting up 
an errant 3-pointer from the 
comer. 

When Woodson called his 
point guard over, Bibby shot 
back with an expletive. “Y’all 
tell him to move,” Bibby 
growled. Woodson simply 
turned away, mbbing his 


goattee and smiling slightly. 
Smith played well despite the 
occasional gaffe, finishing 
with 21 points and, as usual, 
a couple of thunderous dunks 
that brought the less-than- 
sellout crowd to its feet. 


Michael Beasley had 17 points 
and Haslem 14 — the only 
other Miami players in double 
figures. 

As if playing a Game 7 in 
Atlanta wasn’t unusual 
enough, the Hawks actually 


won one for the first time since 
1961 — when the franchise 
was still in St. Louis. That 
Bob Pettit-led team defeated 
the Los Angeles Lakers in the 
decisive contest before losing 
to Boston in the finals.

He was spared 
when Glover’s shot was too 
strong. 

“I thought it was good, I 
really did,” Glover said of his 
pitching wedge. “It was either 
wind or adrenaline, probably a 
little of both.” 

O’Hair, who finished at 11- 
under 277, will move up to 
No. 12 in the world ranking, 
his highest position ever. He 
also earned $1.17 million, 
giving him just short of $3 
million for the year, more than 
he has ever made in any one 
season. 

Not bad for a guy who once 
traveled the mini-tours with his 
wife in a 40-foot bus, at times 
having to sit out tournaments 
because he couldn’t afford 
the entry fees, playing others 
under pressure to make money 
to eat. 

Now they have two children, 
with another one due next 
month. 

“I think that’s the stuff that 
makes this so sweet,” O’Hair 


said. “It makes the hard work 
worth it, and it’s just really nice 
to enjoy it with her, especially 
where we came from.” 

Zach Johnson, who had a 
two-shot lead to start the final 
round, imploded on the par-3 
second hole with a triple bogey 
from the trees. He wound up 
with a 76. 

O’Hair recalls running into 
Woods on Monday at the 
Masters, eight days after the 
Bay Hill fiasco, nodding to a 
friend but grumbling under his 
breath at the reminder of what 
went wrong. 

On Sunday, Woods hung 
around long enough to 
congratulate O’Hair, who was 
holding 4-year-old daughter 
Molly. O’Hair said Woods sent 
him a text message after Bay 
Hill with “some nice words.” 
Woods had more for him on 
Sunday. 

“He’s got all the talent. We 
know that,” Woods said. 
“We’ve seen how well he’s 
played. He’s been through a 
lot off the golf course, and it’s 
just a matter of time before all 
that settles in.”

MEXICO DF/BOGOTA 
(Reuters) - El brote de la 
mortal influenza N1H1 en 
Mexico ya entro en una fase 
de descenso, informaron el 
domingo las autoridades, 
mientras Sudamerica 

confirmo el primer caso en 
su territorio y centenares de 
paises se preparan para una 
temida pandemia. 

El secretario de Salud 
mexicano, Jose Angel 
Cordova, evito cantar victoria 
en la lucha contra la nue va cepa 
de la gripe, argumentando que 
no se pueden descartar brotes 
posteriores. 

“La evolucion de la epidemia 
se encuentra ahora en su fase 
de descenso; el pico a nivel 
nacional se ha dado en los 
ultimos dias entre el 23 y el 28 
de abril”, dijo el funcionario 
en una conferencia de prensa, 
agregando que en los ultimos 
cuatro dias no se registraron 
nuevos decesos. 

En tanto, la Organizacion 
del Mundial de la Salud 
(OMS) llamo a incrementar 
la vigilancia sanitaria en 
humanos y animates, luego 
de que Canada reportara que 
una manada de cerdos fue 
infectada por el virus. 

Tras su aparicion en Mexico 
hace pocas semanas, la 
influenza fue detectada en 
otros 18 paises, encendiendose 


la alarma mundial por una 
posible pandemia que puede 
golpear duramente a las 
naciones mas pobres y a 
los sectores sociales mas 
desprotegidos. 

El Gobierno colombiano 
informo que analisis de 
laboratorio corroboraron 
la infeccion con el virus 
en una persona que estuvo 
en territorio mexicano, la 
cual esta evolucionando 
satisfactoriamente. 

Hasta ahora, Mexico confirmo 
el deceso de 19 personas por 
la influenza, mayormente 
en Ciudad de Mexico y sus 
alrededores, al tiempo que 
se investiga la causa de otras 
121 muertes. 

PRIMER CASO EN 
SUDAMERICA 

Desde Bogota, el ministro 
de Proteccion Social 
colombiano, Diego Palacio, 
dijo a periodistas que su pais 
tienebajo observacionmedica 
a 108 casos sospechosos. 

“La persona de quien era la 
muestra que fue positiva es un 
paciente que como muchos de 
los pacientes y de las personas 
que vamos a tener contacto 
con el virus esta en buenas 
condiciones, se encuentra 
en este momento en su casa 
en compania de su familia”, 
preciso el funcionario. 


El brote de la gripe mantiene 
paralizada a la gigantesca 
Ciudad de Mexico y sus 
alrededores, epicentro de 
la mayor parte de las 506 
infecciones en el pais y donde 
sus habitantes ya se han 
habituado a vivir portando 
tapabocas. 

El Gobierno ha obligado a 
mantener cerradas escuelas, 
uni vers idade s, re s taurante s, 
parques y museos, y a 
prohibir las aglomeraciones 
de personas para evitar 
la propagacion de la 
enfermedad. 

Se espera que la gripe espante 
a miles de turistas de los 
principales centros turisticos 
mexicanos, en un duro 
golpe para una economia 
ya en recesion por la crisis 
financiera mundial. 

La OMS ha dicho que la 
influenza H1N1 -que mezcla 
cepas de virus de cerdos, aves y 
humanos- no se ha propagado 
de manera sostenida fuera 
de Norteamerica, como se 
requiere antes de que se eleve 
la alerta de pandemia a su 
nivel mas alto. 

Pero ha adelantado que eso 
probablemente ocurriria 
pronto, lo que llevo a decenas 
de paises a tomar medidas 


extraordinarias de control 
sanitario en aeropuertos y 
hoteles, y a suspender vuelos 
a o desde Mexico. 

En Europa, Espana se 
convirtio en el pais con la 
mayor cantidad de infecciones 
de la influenza, al informar 
que los casos comprobados 
se duplicaron a 40. 

El actual director de los 


Centros para Control y 
Prevencion de Enfermedades 
en Estados Unidos, Richard 
Besser, se mostro optimista 
de que la nueva cepa de la 
influenza podria no ser mas 
peligrosa que una clasica 
gripe estacional, en tanto 
que Washington estimo que 
estaria lista una vacuna contra 
la enfermedad para el otono 
boreal.
